Major Kingsbury had a daughter as 
well as » In* hoi . who fell at AntietaiiL 
The daughter married Simon Bolivar 
Buckner of Kentucky some time before 
the war. When General Buckner decided 
to go w ith the Confederacy, the danger 
of confiscation of his wife’s interest in 
tin* Chicago estate confronted him. A 
family council resulted in the transfer of 
Mrs. Buckner’s p rop erty to her brother. 
Colonel Kingsbury fell in battle w ith­ 
out, leaving a will to p rotect his sister’s 
inheritance. 
When 1 lie war closed, the 
return of Mrs. Buckner's interest in her 
father’s estate was asked for in behalf 
of h<*r children. 
Mrs. Kingsbury de­ 
cline« ! to concede it. 
She claimed all 
that had been left in her husband’s 
name for her son and herself. 
Litiga­ 
tion followed and dragg d along for 
years. Major Kingsbury s 40 acres were 
in the heart of Chicago when the fire 
occurred. 
In the years immediately following 
the war Washington had few women 
more talked about than the beautiful 
widows, Mrs. Becky Jones and Mrs. 
Kingsbury, tie* nieces of an ex-p resi­ 
dent of tin* United states. Mrs. Kings­ 
bury became the wife of Gallatin Law­ 
rence, son of one of the wealthiest 
manufacturers in Rhode Island.

His inheritance was cut 
in two by a decision restoring to her 
heirs Mrs. Buckner’s share in the 40 
acivs. One day young Kingsbury came 
homo from Oxford, bringing a college 
friend.

The 
Africans everywhere are very musical, 
but their music does not always suit 
Europ ean taste. 
The African dance is not always in- 
dulgc« ! in for amusement alone. 
Danc­ 
ing enters into some of the most solemn 
ceremonies, as, for instance, tin* in­ 
auguration ^if a new king. 
Then the 
chief elect of the tribe dances very 
gravely before tin* assembled elders and 
tiie p eop le. 
The madimba had been called the 
African p iano. It is made of calabashes 
of graded sizes, which arc surmounted 
by boards, of graded sizes also, all be­ 
ing attached to a semicircular lrame. 
Eaeh board rep resents a note or half 
tone find emits its ap p ointed sound 
when struck by one of the two rubber 
balls at the ends of two sticks, which 
an* cleverly handled by the musician. 
While almost every native can beat the 
« h um or p lay some of the minor musical 
instruments, the p laying of the madim­ 
ba is an art which only a few’ sp ecial­ 
ists learn. 
They must in* p aid for p lay­ 
ing at. festivities or ceremonies, and 
their art sup p orts them, either p artly 
<>r entirely. — Journal of American Folk 
Lore.

All women hav e fathers as well as 
mothers.

archie period, dev elop in them some­ 
thing probably su perior to any thing in 
men, or, at the worst, something rad 
ically differ* nt. 
The hu man race with these w riter 
is male, bu t women are female and 
therefore something q u ite other than 
hu man. Their strength and their weak 
ness, their v irtu es and their failings, 
belong to themselv es, and no more be 
long to a common hu m anity than tho 
q u alities of cattle and the q u alities or 
the f« *lida* belong to a common an in ...

In the v iolence of rlicir 
recoil from the Teimy sonian idea that 
woman is bu t lesser man the more fa­ 
natic w riters attribu te to her q u alities, 
facu lties and, abov e all, a fu tu re fate 
which wou ld, if their assu mption were 
tru e, prov e her to belong to an essen 
tially different species, which resembles 
man only for a moment when, as it 
were accidentally , she is lev el with him 
in a race in which she is destined to be 
far tho first. 
The fact that, as all men 
are tho sons of women, they m u st share 
in any inherited ex cellence, or ev en 
change, which their mothers may de­ 
v elop is not so mu ch denied as ignored 
and the whole q u estion treated as if ail 
men were the descendants of Adam and 
all women of Ev e, not by a license of 
poetic speech, bu t in prosaic fact.—Lon 
don Spectator.
